SOME NATIONAL AGENCY 
, 
SHOULD TAKE PLACE OF BOARD 
The passing of the war labor board 
because of the failure of the govern­ 
ment to make sufficient appropria­ 
tion for its continuance, has been pro­ 
claimed in many quarters as a na­ 
tional calamity. 
While that 
board 
was at work it settled 1,200 disputes 
between labor and capital, generally 
speaking to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 
Besides, it sought to nip 
all disputes possible in the bud and 
thus it saved the country many em­ 
barrassing situations and intolerable 
conditions. 
V 
It is claimed that the work of this 
board materially shortened the war 
in that it kept labor 
and 
capital 
friendly and busy during the period 
of the war. 
Now that great crises 
seem to be imminent, there should 
be some such board to take the place 
of the war labor board.
